The  City  of  Des  Plaines  -  a ; 

HOME 

A  Long  History,  Still  Growing 

Dcs  Plaines  can  trace  its  name  back  to  17*7,  when  the 

BUYER’S 

young  Congress  of  the  United  States  enacted  an  ordinance 
affecting  the  territorial  status  of  the  Midwest  region,  including 

Illinois.  The  wooded  Illinois  prairie  treat  of  Lake  Michigan, 
astride  a  winding  river  of  scenic  beauty,  was  called  Aux  Plaines 
by  the  French,  and  from  it  came  the  present  name,  Des  Plaines. 

Settlers  from  the  east  began  arriving  here  back  in  1832, 

GUIDE 

following  Black  hawk  War.  The  present  city  became  the  Town 
of  Rand  in  1837  and  the  name  was  changed  to  Des  Plaines  in 

1869.  A  year  later  the  population  had  reached  800.  It  is  now 
near  3 1,000.
